1 1. IS The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The arguments are directed to the Applicants belief that the final rejection was premature, the Examiner disagrees. No 
arguments have been presented regarding the issues. With respect to the final rejection being premature, the Examiner wishes 
to point out that the final rejection was in response to an amendment, which was filed on November 15. 2004. Both claims 1 
and 46 were amended at that time. The amendments made to both claim 1 and 46 reguired the Examiner to present a new 
ground of rejection. Newly amended claim 1 reguired the use of a reactor having two or more reaction stages . Previous 
presented claim 1 only reguired that there be two or more reaction stages, which the Examiner believes was taught by 
Kilpatrick. Thus in response to the new reguirement for the use of a reactor having two or more reaction stages, the Examiner 
presented a new ground of rejection against cliam 1. With regard to claim 46. a new rejection had to be presented because the 
up-flow column reactor now had to have two or more stages, whereas in the previous claim 46 there was no reguirement for a 
specific number of reaction stages. Thus, in response to the new reguirement of two or more reaction stages the Examiner 
j presented a new ground of rejection against claim 46.
